London, April 20.—The British pub­ 
lic is only now beginning to realize 
how much depends upon Togo’s skil­ 
ful conduct of the approaching naval 
contest.

efforts of the

squadron; but now that there is seen

opens, 
lukewarm interest is deepening into 
anxiety.

France on the Russian Pacific squad­ 
ron’s presence in Kamranh bay, but 
that France has not yet replied. 
The Daily 
Telegraph’s Hongkong 
correspondent states that two steam­ 
ers which passed close to Kamranh 
bay on Sunday report that no Russian 
vessels were then visible. 
No news, 
however, has yet reached London to 
show that 
the Russians 
have left 
Kamranh bay and it is assumed that 
they are still there.

On his return

Mr. Garfield wished it understood 
that he does not personally take tes­ 
timony, but merely examines the sur­ 
face of things.

The Soo News Has Something Interesting 


Regarding the Mining Property 


at Webbwood* 
A streak of pay ore 50 feet wide has 
been found on the 150 foot level, and the 
average results are beyond the highest 
estimates made by experts. 
Mr. Wood, manager of the Shakes­ 
peare mine, arrived from Webbwood 
Saturday evening bringing three more 
gold bricks valued at $3,000, the results 
from three hundred tons of ore crushed 
by five stamps in 23 days, or an av­ 
erage of thirteen tons per day of 24 
hours. 
In addition to the gold bullion, five 
tons of concentrates valued at $150 are 
piled up in the mill. The loss in tail­ 
ings being $2.50 per ton, making alto­ 
gether the average value of the rock 
treated $13 per ton. 
On Mr. Wood’s arrival at the Leland 
he was surrounded by a number of peo­ 
ple eager to learn the news from the 
mine. 
In answer to the question, “How 
are things going at the Shakespeare?” 
he replied: 
“Fairly well. 
Owing to 
the 
soft 
weather we have been bothered some 
with water, and have had some difficulty 
in getting in our new stamps, but the 
machinery is now all on the ground and 
with good luck we expect to have ten 
stamps dropping by the twelfth of the 
month.” 
“How about the mill run?” 
“Well, NVO ran stamps for sixteen days, 
but we got a new’ stem for the odd stamp 
and for the last ten days five stamps 
have been pounding, so that we figure 
we have averaged five stamps for 23days 
and crushed 300 tons, or thirteen tons a 
day. When w’e get things in good shape 
we expect to be able to average three 
tons to the head in 24 hours, or say 30 
tons a day for the ten stamps, and run 
26 days a month.” 
“How about the yield?” 
“Tho yield is much better than any­ 
one expected. 
We picked up $10 a ton 
from the amalgamating tables, besides 
are getting l 1^ to 2 per cent in concen­ 
trates worth $.‘10 a ton, while $2.50 per 
ton is going into the tailings.” 
“Is that a loss?” 
“Yes, at least for the present, as we 
aro running low’ and high grade ore all 
in together. 
“Later on, with a larger mill, w’e will 
sort th(> ore and run it through separate 
batteries and save the gold closer. 
We 
will also add a cyanide plant, and cya­ 
nide all the pulp and reduce tho loss 
to a minimum of say 40 to 50 cents a 
ton.” 
“Isn’t the average lower than for your 
first run?” 
“That’s true, but we are not running 
the mill for the benefit of stockdealers 
or we might have selected our ore and 
more than doubled the average.” 
“How is that?” 
“We are developing tho mine and try­ 
ing to get it in shape for larger produc­ 
tion, for this last run we took 50 tons 
from tho UK) foot levol by widening our 
stopes from six to twelve feet. On the 
150 level w?e have extended ourcrosscut 
20 feet to the south making it 50 feet 
from the shaft across the formation and 
every pound of rock taken out, rich and 
poor, has gone to tho mill. 
No doubt 
some of the ore is very low grade, but 
our airn is to get at the general average 
across the mineralized zone, and so far 
the results are far beyond our most san­ 
guine expectations. Experts claim, with 
a large body, $3 ore will pay, and we are 
getting better than $10 across the entire 
50 feet.” 
“What will it cost to mine?” 
“That will depend somewhat on 
the 
scale of operations. Any miner would 
gladly take 
a contract to 
mine a 
stope 50 feet wide at 50 cents to $1 per 
ton.”
